As modern war is

aid and other 
protective 
s e r v i c e s 
is being emphasized. 
Volunteer nurses 
are 
wanted. 
Volunteer first aid crews are need­ 
ed, Volunteer bandages and other 
equinment are needed. 
Without 
hysterics, 
but 
with 
nuiet thoroughness, local units of 
the Red 
Cross are 
expected 
to 
mobilize 
and 
train 
human 
re­ 
sources in every community. 
“ It can happen 
here” 
is 
the 
slogan. And if it does happen here, 
we must be prepared for any con­ 
tingency, 
rificee 
Since the home front 
requires 
16 to 17 trained persons for every 
man at the military front, Michi­ 
gan has a 
definite 
responsibility 
and obligation. 
Instead of momentary flag-wav­ 
ing, defense officials foresee con­ 
tinuous 
hard 
work, 
continuous 
sacrifice. A long, hard war 
is 
in 
prospect. Many sacrifices must bo 
made. Strength of the enemy must 
not be underestimated— a mistake 
made by the English and even by 
the Germans in the recent Russian 
campaign. 
Taking a view 
that years of 
sacrifice are ahead for all 
of 
us, 
what then should each person do? 
We suggest that you apply to 
the 
oflcial defence authorities in your 
community. Then await orders. 
Farmers should overhaul 
their 
farm equipment Cooperative 
use 
of machinery and 
perhaps 
labor 
can also be studied. 
Michigan will remember 
Pearl 
Harbor next month, next year, and 
years to come.
